U.S. rejects Keystone XL 

O The project met with massive opposition in Canada, U.S O TransCanada can still resubmit an amended plan 
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Trapped by an untenable Feb. 21 
deadline imposed by Congress, 
U.S. President Barack Obama 
rejected TransCanada’s proposed 
$ 7-billion Keystone XL pipeline 
on Wednesday in a decision his 
Canadian counterpart greeted 
with “profound disappointment.” 

It quickly became clear, how¬ 
ever, that the rumours earlier in 
the day of Keystone’s death had 
been greatly exaggerated. 

When he called Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper to break the 
news, Obama took pains to point 
out that TransCanada was free to 
submit an amended plan — one 
that would reroute the Alberta- 
to-Texas pipeline around an envi¬ 
ronmentally sensitive aquifer in 
Nebraska. 

“The president explained that 
the decision was not a decision 
on the merits of the project, and 
that it was without prejudice, 
meaning that TransCanada is free 
to re-apply,” Harper spokesman 
Andrew MacDougall said. 

And though Harper 
“expressed his profound disap¬ 
pointment” at the decision, Mac¬ 
Dougall said, “he indicated to 
President Obama that he hoped 
that this project would continue 
given the significant contribu¬ 
tion it would make to jobs and

The colourful Lego-block fa¬ 
cade on the newest build¬ 
ing at the University of 
Alberta campus belies the 
important work going on 
inside. 

With the opening of the 
Edmonton Clinic Health 
Academy Wednesday, all 
the U of A’s health sciences 
faculties are now under one 
roof in a state-of-the-art 
space. 

“We think this is unique 
in North America,” said 
Martin Ferguson-Pell, chair 
of the U of A’s Health Sci¬ 
ences Council. “It’s much 
more than bricks and mor¬ 
tar, it’s an integration of 


health disciplines that we 
hope will be a model for 
other schools.” 

In labs and classrooms, 
students will be able to plan 
patient care together, (doc¬ 
tors, nurses and pharma¬ 
cists, for example,) and 
teachers can use the latest 
technology to enhance the 
learning environment. 

A discoveiy mall for diy- 
lab research will enable re¬ 
search teams to arrange 
their workspace to be col¬ 
laborative or solo. “We’re 
allowing accidental en¬ 
counters of students and 
staff from all health facul¬ 
ties,” said Ferguson-Pell.

A Hungarian musician 
died in the Costa Concor¬ 
dia cruise-ship disaster be¬ 
cause he tried to retrieve 
his beloved violin from his 
cabin.

O Websites go dark in support of Wikipedia’s protest 
O U.S. legislation called threat to Internet freedom 


Jan. 18 is a date that will 
live in ignorance. 
Wikipedia was black. 

The online encyclopedia 
launched a 24-hour black¬ 
out of its English-language 
articles in a protest against 
pending U.S. legislation 
aimed at shutting down 
sites that share pirated 
movies and other content. 

Other sites joined in: 

Reddit.com shut down 
its social news service for 
12 hours. 

Google blacked out the 
logo on its home page, di¬ 
recting surfers to a page 
where they could add their 
names to a petition against 
the bills. 

Craigslist changed its lo¬ 
cal home pages to a black 



screen directing users to 
an anti-legislation page. 

After 10 seconds, a link 
to the main site appeared 
on the home page, but 
some surfers missed that 


and were fooled into 
thinking the whole site 
was blacked out. 

The Internet companies 
were protesting over the 
Stop Online Piracy Act in 
the U.S. House and the Pro¬ 
tect Intellectual Property 
Act under consideration in 
the Senate. 

If passed, the bills could 
be used to target legiti¬ 
mate sites where users 
share content. 

Wikipedia’s decision 
was reached after polling 
its community of contribu¬ 
tors. 

But dissenters say politi¬ 
cal advocacy undermines 
the site’s mission as a neu¬ 
tral source.

Nortel execs 
falsified 
reports: Crown 

Lead prosecutor Robert 
Hubbard has said that 
former Nortel chief exec¬ 
utive Frank Dunn, 
finance chief Douglas 
Beatty and controller 
Michael Gollogly falsified 
Nortel’s financial 
statements to show a re¬ 
turn to profitability in 
2003, even though the 
company was still in the 
red. 

The three men have 
pleaded not guilty to the 
charges and none of the 
Crown’s allegations have 
been proven in court. 

The defence’s opening ar¬ 
guments begin on Thurs¬ 
day, the fourth day of 
what is expected to be a 
six-month trial.

European crisis 
affecting 
Canada: BoC 

The Bank of Canada called 
Europe the biggest threat 
to Canada’s economy 
Wednesday, estimating 
the loss in output this 
year will be about $10 bil¬ 
lion. 

Bank governor Mark 
Carney said his estimate 
only represents the bill 
from Europe’s current re¬ 
cession and will be much 
steeper if the continent is 
unable to contain its on¬ 
going debt crisis. 

“Europe is the biggest 
external threat to Canada, 
without question,” Carney 
said at a news conference 
after releasing the bank’s 
latest quarterly monetaiy 
report on the economy. 

The calculation marks 
the first time the Bank of 
Canada has attempted to 
put a hard number on the 
spillover effects of the on¬ 
going European turmoil.

The International Mone¬ 
tary Fund said Wednesday 
that it is aiming to in¬ 
crease its financial fire¬ 
power by around $500 
billion US so it can issue 
new loans to help ease a 
worsening financial crisis. 

Responding to specula¬ 
tion surrounding its fund¬ 
ing requirements, the 
Washington-based institu¬ 
tion said its staff estimates 
that countries around the 
world will need about $1 
trillion in loans in the 
coming years. Most of the 
concerns centre on the 17 
nations that use the euro 
and their debt crisis. 

Thanks to about $200 
billion that European 
countries have promised 
the IMF, it’s more than 
one-third of the way to its 
fundraising goal. 

The IMF has put up 
about a third of the financ¬ 


ing of the eurozone’s 
bailouts over the past two 
years. But there are grow¬ 
ing worries that non-Euro¬ 
pean countries will also 
need more help because of 
the worsening economic 
outlook. 

Earlier, its sister organi¬ 


zation, the World Bank, 
urged emerging countries 
to be ready for a severe 
global downturn if the cri¬ 
sis in the 17-nation euro¬ 
zone intensifies. 

How the IMF’s fundrais¬ 
ing goal will be reached is 
set to be discussed at a 


meeting of finance minis¬ 
ters of the Group of 20 
leading economies in Mex¬ 
ico next month.

Create a budget 

Include all the things you 
want in your wedding and 
get prospective vendors to 
give you price estimates.

“So 
many couples end up 30 to 
50 per cent over budget,” 
McNally said. 


Communicate 

Make sure you sit down 
with your close family and 
wedding party to discuss 
expectations, said McNally. 

For instance, if your par¬ 
ents are helping finance 
the event, find out exactly 
how much they are con¬ 
tributing and how much 
input they expect to have 
in the decision-making, 
she advised.

The spot where we enter 
our homes — and welcome 
guests — can be a tricky 
one to decorate. 

It’s meant to be a show¬ 
case, expressing our style 
and setting the tone for a 
visitor’s stay But the floor 
must withstand dripping 
umbrellas, muddy shoes 
and more. 

Los Angeles-based interi¬ 
or designer Betsy Burnham 
is often approached by 
clients who want help with 
entiyways. Choosing a floor 
covering is a priority, she 
says. 

Here Burnham and two 
other experts offer tips on 
durable, easy-to-clean floor¬ 
ing that doesn’t skimp on 
style, firom cork to porce¬ 


lain tile to washable rugs. 

Think replaceable 

Burnham and designer Bri¬ 
an Patrick Fl3mn, founder of 
decordemon.com, are fans 
of cork flooring in high-traf- 
flc areas. 

Cork squares are 
durable, made from natural 
wood fibres and can handle 
moisture. They also absorb 
sound well and come in a 
variety of colours and pat¬ 
terns. “Don’t just picture a 
bulletin board” when you 
think of cork, Burnham 
says. 

Cork offers a look simi¬ 
lar to hardwood but is less 
expensive. And you can re¬ 
place just one tile if a sec¬ 
tion gets damaged. 

Think removable 
Rugs can be a great way to 
delineate the space at an 
entiyway, and many styles 
are washable. “I’ve done 


everything from rag rugs to 
Turkish carpets” in entry- 
ways, Burnham says. 

Rather than investing in 
one expensive rug, she says, 
buy several that can be 
swapped out when one is 
being cleaned. 

Meg Caswell, host of 
HGTV’s Meg’s Great Rooms, 
suggests shopping for car¬ 
pet remnants. Carpet stores 
often keep their remnants 
out of sight, she says, but if 
you ask they should direct 
you to them. If you And a 
remnant piece you want, 
have it cut to size. 

By using a remnant, 
you’ve created a custom 
piece with little expense. 

Think durable 

Try porcelain tiles for high- 
traffic entryways. It “looks 
like stone, but it’s much 
less expensive than actual 
stone. We’ve done charcoal-

Whatever material you use 
for your entryway floors, 
avoid pale neutrals and 
solids in favour of slightly 
bolder colours, patterns, 
and textures that hide dirt 
and signs of wear.

C’mon guys. Eat your veg¬ 
etables. 

Most of us still don’t eat 
enough fhiits and vegeta¬ 
bles to fend off major dis¬ 
eases, according to a new 
study done at Concordia 
University in Montreal. In 
particular, men, smokers 
and those with low in¬ 
comes are at risk. 

The World Health Or¬ 
ganization has reported 
that eating five servings 
daily of fiaiit and vegeta¬ 
bles helps in preventing di¬ 
abetes, obesity, stroke and 
high blood pressure. Cana¬ 
dians, on average, fall just 
short of that. 

“This study emphasizes 
the importance of eating 
sufficient fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles,” says lead author Mes- 


bah Sharaf, a PhD candi¬ 
date at Concordia. “It helps 
to identify the groups that 
need to be targeted for nu¬ 
trition promotion policies 
aimed at encouraging fmit 
and vegetable consump¬ 
tion.” 

Sharaf and his team 
used a sample of 93,719 
people from the 2007 
Canadian Community 
Health Survey. They used 
statistical models to find 
out what lifestyle factors 
determine fiaiit and veg¬ 
etable consumption. 

The groups that need to 
work on healthier nutri¬ 
tion habits are those with 
a low income, those with 
low education, males, mid¬ 
dle-aged people, singles, 
smokers, people with weak 
social interaction and 
adults who live in house¬ 
holds with no children. 

Quebec, which has a 


long histoiy of farming, 
came out on top for fmit 
and vegetable consump¬ 
tion, compared to other 
provinces.

The world 
junior 
champi¬ 
onship has 
now left Al¬ 
berta, so it’s 
time to take 
stock of the 
Oilers prospects who 
pulled on their national 
jerseys at the holiday clas¬ 
sic. 

There was no Jordan 
Eberle this year, but the 
Edmonton faithful were 
still well represented on 
several European squads. 
David Musil was solid on 
the blue-line for the 
Czechs (and received a con¬ 
gratulatory towel full of 
shaving cream from his 
mates during the final 
post-game interview 
scrum), while twin towers 
Martin Marincin and Mar¬ 
tin Gemat formed a formi¬ 
dable duo on the Slovakian 
defence. 

Both 6-foot-5 rearguards 
chipped in offence, impor¬ 
tant minutes and even 
some puck rushing for 
their squad and finished 
the tourney on the positive 
side of the plus-minus 
ledger. Given the amount 
of goals scored on Slovakia, 
that was no easy feat. Right 
winger Kristians Pelss did 
what he could for the over¬ 
matched Latvians, demon¬ 
strating a physical prowess 
no doubt honed during his 
time with the Western 
League’s Oil Kings. But one 
Edmonton prospect stood 
out more than the others. 


Swedish defenceman 
Oscar Klefbom is a pretty 
safe choice for best Oilers 
pick at the WJC since his 
team won the gold, but it 
was his impact in those 
crucial games that make 
him the right selection. In 
that final showdown with 
the Russians, Klefbom and 
partner Jonas Brodin were 
tasked with slowing down 
scoring dynamo Evgeny 
Kuznetsov, who was com¬ 
ing off his torching of 
Canada. 

Though Kuznetsov got a 
couple of good chances in 
the game, Klefbom and 
Brodin largely reeled him 
in, as the 1-0 final score 
naturally confirms. 

Kuznetsov played a lot of 
minutes in that final, often 
double-shifting or staying 
on once his linemates had 
already gone back to the 


bench, so he was no easy 
target. 

Against the Finns in the 
semifinal, Klefbom demon¬ 
strated both his puck-mov¬ 
ing prowess and his ability 
to use size to his advantage 
when protecting the bis¬ 
cuit. For his overall efforts, 
Klefbom was named one of 
Sweden’s top three players 
by the tournament’s coach¬ 
es. 

The solid Swede is the 
only one of Edmonton’s 
prospects still playing over¬ 
seas, with the other four 
all suiting up in major jun¬ 
ior. Klefbom won a 
Swedish Elite League title 
with Farjestad last season 
and is once again with the 
big club. He may not come 
over to North America for 
a couple seasons, but based 
on his WJC play, he’ll be 
worth the wait. 



Edmonton Oilers coach 
Tom Renney says Taylor 
Hall is doubtful for Thurs¬ 
day's game against the St. 
Louis Blues. 

► Hall sat out Tuesday's 
game against the Colum¬ 
bus Blue Jackets after cut¬ 
ting his head when he 
accidentally made contact 
with a teammate during 


pre-game warm-ups. 

► The 20-year-old slipped on 
the ice and collided with a 
teammate before cutting 
his head on the skate of 
another Oilers player. 

► Hall, who was not wearing 
a helmet, had blood run¬ 
ning down the side of his 
head while a trainer tried 
to staunch the flow.
